" conſidering theſe ſignal Remonſtrances of Loyalty, not to ' 
have proceeded from. a Fleeting tenderneſs of AﬀeQion, but to be the 
effeCt of a Forerhought and Imbred Allegiatice , Reiterated by ſo: many 
Different Members Aſſembled in ſo many Different Parliaments from all 
Parts-of the Kingdom, - and delivering; the 7»dgement- of- their Ke- 
( there being very few Ch. 
of England Divines, who ſhewed a-Dsſlike of what was traniaCting in 
that Grand Aſſembly :) Who, I ſay, conſidering all this, dare be /o bold - 
a1 to-expoſe the Members of the- pure: Church of England , as Enemies to 
their Sovereigu, or Abetters of the Depoſing Power ? 

Let the 4s 1 boaſt that not'one of their .Church ever drew his 
Sword againſt their Sovereign Charles I, though of a different Reli- 
gion from thelrs : Yet they are the Proteſtant Subj:fts who have all ima- 
ginable Reaſon to-expe# Protettion from James the 1i. (whom God long 
preſerve) as from 4" Nurſing-Father. ; 

And that you may not belieye, that the chief Repreſentatives of the 
Nation were only Animated by theſe Loyal Spirits,the Numerons Rolls of 
Aſſociators demonſtrate moreover ,, an Union of Will and Judgement 
in many Thouſands, and how rare it is to find a -Proreſtant ' Aberter of

4 A:B. doin'the. pzeſence of God ſolemnly P2zomiſe, Vow, - 
andP?oteſt to maintain E Befend to the utmoſt of myPowec 
with-mp Perſon and Eſtate- the True Proteſtant Religion — 
And that Þ will never Conſeut that James Duke of York, oz 
any other who is, oz hath been a Papiſt — Be admitted 
to the Succeion of the Crown of England ; but by all Law- 
- ful Weaus, and bp fozce of Arms, if need fo require -— to 
Subdue, Expel and Deſtrop Him. -if he come into England. 
Nor can It be pretended that this was a Teſt of the Diſſenters Loyalty, 
and not of the Church of Ezgland ; ſince it was Read with Applauſe 
in Parliament : Nor have yet been ableto hear of-a Church of England 
Divine, who in that ConjunCture, either Preach'd, or wroteagainſt it, 
by which their Silence, they undoubtedly Confſented to it,and declarid 
their good liking of it : For had they been of a contrary Judgement, 
and eſteem'd it Vnjuſt, I!legal or Diſloyal to put by, the immediat Heir 
npon a meer acount of Religion ; they ought, belong the Direfors: and 
Gcv rnours of the Peoples Conſciences 'to have declared to them the 
Difloyalty and Injuſtice of ſuch Proceedings. 
Nor did our Froteſtant Loyalty, and abhorrence of that depoſing Power, 
extend it ſelf only. to the immediate Heir, but the Perſon of their 
then preſent Sovereign. How much would ſome of the Godly Aſſo- 
ciates have made on his late Majeſty at Xye-houſe (to omit other Re- 
monſtrances of like kindneſs, had Heaven ſeconded their Zeal. Atd 
had thar moderate Prince had but a little more good nature to part 
. with his Militia for forty days, till the Parliament had ſettled the King- 
dom, they would perhaps have made him as glorious a King, and 
raiſed him as high as his moſt excellent Father. They would 
| have ſo enriched him, that by publick Vote no man ſhould lend him 
a Penny. | | 
Her Majeſty the Queen Dowager (who like the beſt of Chriſtians 
is moſt grateful for it) did particularly feel the influence of the Par- 
ties ny, while they encouraged the Djvine Oaten Mouth of their 
Church, to ſwear againſt her, . Nov. 26. 29. 1679. whereas but the 
z3oth of Oftober before, the ſaid erae Church of England Door had 
depoſed upon Oath he had no other Perſons to accuſe then thoſe men- 
$-e Dr. . tioned in his Narrative. And that iz the mouth of two Witneſſes all 
Hawkins Truth might ſtand, the ſame Party encouraged, Mr. Fitz- Harris to 
Narrat7ve, accuſe Her ſaid Majeſty of High Treaſon. Now having all theſe 
undoubted marks of Prorteffane Loyalty in my Eye, without having 
recourſe to any Notes of. Hiſtory, it is a ſubject of aſtoniſhment, 
how it ſhould come into my Head to charge any Members of that 
pure Church of Chriſt, as Encnes to their Sovereigns, or abetters of the 
depoſing Power. 
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- . Nor can it be objefted that theſe Loyai-Spirits are now extinCt, or 
that any Members of the Church of England are fallen, or falling from: 
their Obedience. My Lord of L. firſt gave Demonſtrations with'what- 
Promptitude and Alacrity a Church of England-man may at leſt pay his 


Submiſſion tothe Orders of His Majeſty, whom he has bound himſelf 


by ſo many Oaths and Teſts to obey. The Fellows of Magaalen Col- 
ledge have made appear to the-world, how forward they were in gi- 
ving Example to both Univerſities, of the Obedience dys to our So- 
vereigns molt. Legal and Poſirive Mandates, How; ought the People 
to bleſs God for having ſuch Afirrours of reformed Obedience before 
their Eyes ? But nothing eyer gave a more Conſpicyous Argument 
of an unſhakes Allegiance, and -Paſſive Obedience, than the ſo much 
celebrated forwardneſs of ſome Church of England Prelates, in Or- 
dcring according to their Rubrick-(as commanded) his Majeſties moſt 
gracious Declaration to be read to the People ; who over-gave to Czar 
his due more than they, who raiſe themſelves above the x2 f«dges of the 
Land, and reſcind by a Pefinitive Vote, the Declaration of the Higheſt 
ftanding Court ? What ſo Loyal, as, withan humble Submiſſion, to tell 
His Majeſty, that what He had Commanded, by the Vnairimous conſent 
of His moſt Honoufable Privy. Council, guided by the unqueſtionable Fudg- 
ment of the Legal and only preſent Interpreters of the Law, was lilegal ? 
May not the Crowe now be aſſured of all Supp rt from ſach Pillars of the 
Proteſtant Church? Although Charles I. the meekeſt- of Princes, laid 
down his Head indefence of his Biſhops, yet now the Scene is changed, 
and they are the Church of England Divines who are ready to lay down 
theirs, to maintain His preſent Majeſties Prerogative. 
But to be ſerious in fo weighty a matter ; what malignant effe&ts 
mult ſach a palbable Di/obedience produce, in all thoſe thonſands who 
take the Sen/e of the Law, not from the lawful ſudges, but their Mini 
niſters Lips? May not every 'Pettifogger from the example of his Paſtor, 
having read any of his Majeſties Declarations, and Commands, ſay ; 
I can't comply with it, it is againſt Law: I won't aft -as Juſtice 'of 
the Peace, or in any other Commiiſon for His Majeſty, without ta- 
king Oaths and Teſts; for my Miniſter tells me, that the Judges have all 
pronounced contrary to Law, in favour of the Prerogative. My O- 
pinion 1s, that His Majeſty's Pretenlion to the Diſpenſing Power is 11- 
legal. And if this come to paſs, who will be deemed the Authors of 
ſuch Sed;riors and Rebellious Praftiſes ? | 
Will not the World have reaſon tothink, that the fo much boaſted 
of Church of England Loyalty is like to prove little elſe in the root, 
than Self-love and Intereft ? And that ſome of them ſo long only pretend 
to Loyalty, as there is nothing to be got by being ocherwi/e ? for having 
all the Ecclefiaſtical livings in their hands, and bearing all the charges 
in Church and State, what ſhould move them to Diſloyalty ? ys no

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'fach Aberters of the Penal Laws, the true Source and Fountain of Rebe]- 


fooner ſhall their fellow Creatures be allowed to breath wich freedom 
the common Air; their fellow Swubjebts to-fhare in their Sovereigns fa-" 
vourable Grace and Proteftion; their fellow Chrifttans to--enjoy ſome' 
finall Ziberry of Religions Worſhip; bat preſently the Kingdom muſt 
be alarmed , the Publick Peace diſturbed, the Sentence of the Judges, 
the Order of Council, and His Majeſties expreſs Will, grounded upon, 
and guided by both, termed to his Face legal ? 

- "But forget my ſelf, my Anonymus warns me 'that ſuch Diſcourſes 
which refle&t-upon the Diſloyalty of ſome of the Party, may be at- 
tended by it Conſequences, and that 'it is the way -ro provoke them to 
ſome undecent Carriage. As tho'the would ſay, tell us not of our Faules, 
forif you do we ſhall commit the ſame again. Tſo ſmall a provocati- 
on be neceſſary to ſhake the Loyalty of n Chnrch of England Divine, how 
ſhalfhe blame, by that Principle, the want of it in ſome Diſſenters, 
whom the tenderneſsof that Church'by Canabal Laws, unconſcionable 
Extortions, ard'yiolent Oppreſlions, /hath, as it were, ob/zged to thoſe 
Pradtices they had never thought of, under a moderate Church Go- 
vernment. Never thonght of, 1 ſay, under a moderate Government ; 
for who ever gave'leſs diftErbance to the Pnblick Peace, ſhewed greater 
Demonſtrations of Love and Gratitade to their Prince, than the Diſ- 
ſenters'have unanimouſly done, ſince his Majeſties Gracious Aft of Tn- 
dulgence? Which had the tenderneſs of the Church of England allow- 
ed to beextended ſooner upon them, had begot, unqueſtionably a moſt 
firm ſenſe of Loyalty inthe hearts of fome -who ſeemed moſt ito want 
it. For if the meer minding a Church of. England-man of the Diſ-loy- 
alty of /ome of that' Perſwalton, be enough'to thruſt him upon: the {ke 
Prattices? If an equal temper ſhewed by a Prince, towards thoſe who 
are equally his Subjets, without prejudicing any Church of England- 
mans Liberty or Property, hath produced in many of them, as appears, 
ſuch Marks of Diſloyalty, and Contempt of Sovereignty; -what may 
we think they would do, what Meaſures would -they take, what Re- - 
ſolutions, if they ſhould be treated (which Heaven avert) as they have - 
treated their fellow Subjefts ? 

'Mr. Per: in his Good advice, pag. 57. giving account only of what falls © 
under our own knowledge, has computed no leſs than fifteen thouſand 
Families ruined fince the late Kings Reſtauration, and more than five | 
thouſand Perſons dead under Bonds, for matter of meer Conſcience. 
Now tho' I queſtion not but the Paſſive Obedience of many a Loyal Pro- 
reftant would ſtand the proof of ſuch »/age ; yet it is no raſh Judgment |.
